THE VAIL MURDER, 


quotations | Jandge Edwards Sets the Case for Trial on 


Monday Next.

ST. CHARLES, Mo., April 2.—The Vail case 
came up at 10:10 o’clock this morning before 
Judge Edwards, presumably for the purpose 
of fixing a date when the accused 
may be tried by a jury. Vail was 
brought into court shortly afterwards 


and took a seat between his attorneys, Me- 
Donald and Laughlin, looking none the worse 
from his confinement. Although the case has 
not been a subject of much discussion since 
the preliminary hearing the Circuit Court- 
room was more than half-filled with repre- 
sentatives of the barand spectators. Prose- 
cuting Attorney Mudd asked the court 
if the defense was ready for trial. 
The defense, on being asked by 
the Court if they were, deciined to answer. 
The State then announced as being ready by 
the time a jury could be summoned. 0 
Court asked the defense when they could be 
ready for trial, and again the defense evaded 
adirectanswer. The attorneys for the State 
then said they thought a jury could be had by 
Monday and both sides should be ready then 
for trial on that day. Mr. McDonald eaid that 
had to be in the United States Court on the 
12th inet. Mr. Nat Dryden, for the State, said 
he thought the trial could be put through in 
four days. Judge Edwards thereupon in- 
structed Sheriff hneider to summon fifty 
jurors,and asked him if he could do so within 
that time, and the officer replied that he 
could. Mr. McDonald took up the ques- 
tion of fixing bail for the ris- 
oner. The State argued that there 
would be as much time consumed and the 
same evidence would have to be presented 
and gone over as would be in a trial by jury, 
and they thought the Sheriff could summon 
fifty jurors, select a jury and wive the defense 
the customary forty-eight hours and be ready 
to proceed with the trial on Friday morning. 
The court seemed of the same opinion.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 2.—Mr. Edward 
Wade, who is looking after the business af- 
fairs of his brother, Congressman WH. 
Wade, during the latter's temporary absence 
in the West, is rip-roaring mad at what cer- 
tain Springfleld parties have under- 
taken during the past week. In 
speaking of the affair, he said: ‘*G. A. 
O. Wooley and Minard, who have been here 
attempting to scandalize the Supervising 
Architect of the Treasury before a Senate 


erly influenced in selecting a site for the publlo 
building at Springfield, I tearn have been cir- 
culating damaging reports about my brother, 
using the words, ‘His head will go off,’ and 
„His name is Dennis,’ as a benediction. As 
soon as it was telegraphed home that Con- 
gressman Wade was on his way to 
Springfleld Wooley and Menard took the first 
train for Washington. About the public 
building matter my brother had the bill 
passed during President Cleveland’s time, 
when there was a Democratic Administration, 
providing an appropriation for it. Wooley 
owned alot in North Springfield which he 
donated for the building. He and 
Minard owned adjoining property, 
and Peel bought property near by 
as soon as possible, each and 
all of them looking fora windfall in case the 
Government accepted the donated lot, from 
the enhanced values of surrounding property 
owned by them. Near there my brother’s 
mother-in-law owned some property, and the 
North Springfield people did not approve of the 
location for that one reason, anyway. Now 
mind you Ii Wade had never suggested 
wheres the building should be located. He got 
no mail in Springfield, but it would have been 
to the interest of his wife’s mother 
to have the location where Wooley 
wanted it. Afterward the committee, con- 
sisting of Hobart, Bentley, Windrim and 
others made atripdown the road to Eureka 
Springs, and sent word ahead for my brother 
to go with them, which he refused todo. The 
committee hada meeting of citizens during 
their short stay, in the opera- 
house at Springfield, and Congress- 
man Wade chalienged Mr. Windum 
if he had even had a hand in the location of 
the bullding and Mr. Windom declared no. 
District Attorney Kimball found a clear title 
could not be given for the Wooley 
lot and a removal was had. South 
Springfield is Democratic politically, 
while North Springfleid is ~ Republican. 
The value of my brother’s mother-in-law’s 
property was brought into the contest. 580, 
altogether, I think, with the balf- way loca- 
tion on Booneville street he is well satisfied. 
Wooley and Minard are having a lively time 
here, apparentiy, if they did not succeed in

James Sullivan Puts Voison in Hi’ Whisky 
and takes Rough On Rats.

St. Pact, Minn., April 1.—The indignation 
of the farmers of Minnesota has risen to a 
white-heat over the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the Granger 
cases, in which Minnesota Rallway 
Commission was lajd 6 on the sheit. 
The Executive Committee of the State Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, representing over 80,000 tillers 
of the soil, met here to-day and passed the 
following resolutions, denunciato of the 
Supreme Court, and asking.all the Farmers 
Alliances in the country to join with them in 
a national convention looking to the abolition 
of the Supreme Court: 

Whereas, It is reported by the daily press 
that the United States Supreme Court has re- 
cently decided, inacase appealed from this 
State, that the Railroad Commission (and 
inferentially the State Legislature) has 
no right or power to prescribe rates 
of transportation on the railroads of the 
State or to do more than establish prima facie 
reasonable rates, each detalii to be foughtover 
ina succession of courts with interminable 
litigation, thereby practically nullifying or 
reversing the great decisions of the same 
court made some years since in the Granger

THE FLOODS. 


Condition of the Submerged Country—Rises 
In the Rivers. 


WasSHINGTON, D. C., April 2.—The Signal 
Office gives out the following regarding the 
Mississippi flood: The Ohio reached its high- 
est point to-day, April 2, at.Cairo, where the 
gauge. reads 48.6. The iriver has 
tisen two feet in ejght days and will now 
slowly fall. The Tennessee and Cumberland 
are falling rapidly, despite the fact that nearly 
four cubic miles of water have fallen the past 
week in ‘their catch basins. The rain- 
fallin the past three days in the Pittsburg 
drainage is below Little Rock and is causing a 
rise lu the Arkansas and Mississippi Rivers. 
The reports sent out from New Orleans 
that the river has fallen eleven 
inches is incorrect, as a rise of one inch 


having occurred since yesterday. The water 
now in sight below Cairo will cause a rise of 
one foot or more at Vicksburg by Monday, 
April 7. Below Vicksburg the rise will be 
proportionately less according to the 
distance. At New Orleans this 
rise can scarcely exceed 11 few 
tenths of a foot and will not equal the high 
water already past. Considerable rain will 
fall to-day in the lover Ohio, the Arkaneas 
and Missouri Valleysand from 5%. Louis to 
Red River Landing. This rainfall, whiie 
tending to 4 the present floods, will 
not materially aggravate the conditions as 
forecast above. 


No Danger at Shawneetown. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCR. 

SHAWNEBTOWN,Iil., April 2.—The Ohio River 
commenced failing last night and is expected 
to go down rapidly, as the full force of the 
late rain has passed. Published reports that 
this city has been inundated are without 
foundation, The levees are intact, and there 
is nothing more than rain water drained from 
the hills on to some back streets. This will 
run out in a few hours when the river falls so 
that the sewers can be opened. 


At Greenville. 


GREENVILLE, Miss., April 2.—The situation 
here is greatly improved. The water flooding 
the northern part of the city has come to a 
stand. Apanic occurred among the negroes 


in Newtown, who remained in their houses 
until the rapidly encroaching waters made it 
necessary to rescue them.

MEETING OF THE MEXICAN CONGRESS. 


Both Houses in Jeint Session Receive the 
President’s Message. 


MEXICO VIA GALVESTON, April. — Both 
houses of Congress were opened last evening. 
The two branches held a joint session in the 
Hall of Deputies, Senor Ortiz Montellano, 
President of the Hovse, presiding, to receive 
the President’s message. President Diaz, 
escorted by a detachment of troops, arrived 
at6:30. Several members of the Diplomatic 
Corps were present at the Session. In his més- 
sage the President says that the internal and 


external relations of Mexico are peaceful and 
that good effects are expected to grow out of 
the deliberations of the Pan-American Con 
ference for the New World, and 
the Maritime Congress at Washing- 
ton for the nations at large 
The message refers to the apology ofthe 
United States for the slighting remarks of 
Col. Misener when he presented his creden- 
tials to Costa Rica_and states that the 
United States has promised to take 
into consideration the protest of 
Mexico against the bringing of Apache pris- 
oners near the Mexican frontier. The Gov- 
ernment, the message says, has refused to 
consider the proposition of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce for the acquisition of 
Lower Calafornia. 

The recognition of the Republic of Brazil is 
spoken of, as are also the offer of the Spanish 
Government to protect Mexican in- 
terests in Morocco, in which country 
there is no Mexican representative, and the 
increase in mortality during the month of 
January from la grippe, which, however, has 
disappeared. Reference is made to the increase 
in postal facilities and the receipts from 
postal dues and it is recommended that lower 
rates of postage be ee The drainage of 
the valley of Mexico, the President states is 
reported favorably and reference is made to the 
‘good work of the pecagogis congress. The 
completion of the Mexican Central Rallroad’s 
branch .c Tampico is aJnounced, and it is 
stated that active work is going in the Oceanic 
and other roads. Mexico, President Diaz says, 
willencourage r''road buiiding as being a 
work of progress, Vork in tne harbor of 
Vera Cruz is going forward satisfactorily. and 
favorable reports have been received from 
there, and work is being pus.uc4. 

The Federal Telegraph System is ina flour- 
ishing condition, 930 Kilometers of new line 
having been erected and many repairs made. 
In all 28 , 800 kilometers of + le- 
praph lines belonging to different companies 
are in operation throughout the country. 
The financial condition of the Republic, he 
declares, is flourishing, and Mexico’s credit 
abroad is stronger than ever 
before. The recommends 
retrenchment expensos of 
the government. A number of Krupp cannon 
have been ordered by the authorities. All 
parts of the Government, the President de- 
clares, are working well.

The Test of Smokeless Powder. 


PARIS, April 2.—The maneuvers which took 
place yesterday onthe plateau east of Cham-

SOOTHING THE FARMER. 

Statistician DopGE is publishing reams 
of campaign bosh to explain to the Amer- 
ican farmer why the taxes and subsidies 
he pays have not brought him the prom- 
ised home market, and why it is that 
the more he works and the more he pro- 
duces the more it brings him in debt. 

First the honest farmer is told that he 
isonly having his shareofthe general 
agricultural depression which afflicts the 
foreign ‘countries which buy his produce 
or with which he has to compete. But 
this explanation is an admission that 
high priced protection has not provided 
him with a home market nor shielded him 
from afull shareof any depression af- 
flicting Europe's pauper laborers. 

So the farmer is next told that he is too 
numerous and cultivates too much land 
and has brought his woes upon himself by 
the sin of overproduction and by his fail- 
ure to diversify his crops. Nothing is 
said about his buying too many things 
that are doubled in price by taxes laid 
for the benefit of monopolies and com- 
bines, but the undeniable fact is admitted 
that wicked and perverse ‘‘middle-men’’ 
do pluck him unmercifully, although 
nothing is said about thelegislation which 
favors their operations. The Republican 
idea about the farmer and his condition is 
thus further expanded by the St. Joseph 
Herald: 

No doubt the farmer is very much abused, 
but he is more to blame than anyone else. 
In the first place his system of managing is 
very loose. He is generally behind in money 
matters and is a bright and shining mark for 
every shark and sharper who desires to fleece 
bim ofafew dollars.

Boston, Mass., April 2.—The annual report 
ot the Chicago & Burlington Railroad is given 
out this morning. Itisa few pages shorter 
than last year, but is made up in the same 
form except in the first two pages, which now 
omits the dates of the sinking fund charges, 
and reports the net earnings after deducting 
all charges. An epitome of the operations as 
reported is: Gross earnings, $23,789,167; oper- 
ating expenses, taxes, rentals, interest 
on bonds and sinking funds, $24,052,- 
750, leaving net earnings of $2,725,562. 
Interest and dividends receive $672,386, 
total, $3,398,426; dividends paid, 4 per cent, 
$3,065,704; surplus, $342,721; net land receipts, 
$291,443, In 1888 the gross earnings were $23,- 
789,167, and the net receipts $9,760,628. Of the 
increase in gross earnings nearly all is in the 
freigbt department where the earnings were 
$18,190,000, an increase of $2,706,000 over 1888. 
The outside aystem of controlled properties 
is included in the above only so far as they 
bave paid interest and dividends which have 
gone into the miscellaneous income account. 
This system consisted a year ago of 1,117 miles 
of standard gauge road, 218 miles of narrow 
gauge and ninety-five miles jointly operated.

FEDERAL JUDICIAL SYSTEM, 


4 Senate Bill to Give the District Court 
Original Jurisdiction in all Cases. 


The Judicial Committee of the United States 
Senate reported favorably on the bill to make 
the United States District Courts the courts of 
original jurisdiction, and tne Olreuit Courts 
the courts of appeal, to relieve the Supreme 


Court of the burden of work it has on ite 
shoulders and enable it to catch up with its 
docket which is now three years behind. 
The s# present system is cumbersome 
and in many respects useless. Our 
judge site in the District Court room 
and has jurisdiction over certain cases, and 
when he has finished the work in there he 
Walks into the next room, and there he has 
urisdiction which he was refused while be sat 
ntheother room. Just such peculiar in- 
stances as that of the Tozier case are likely to 
occur at any time. When the railroad was 
found guilty of having violated the Interstate 
Commerce law it wanted to appeal from 
the District to the OCOlrouit Court. The 
clerk at Hannibal, where the case was 
tried, was clerk of both courts. He had to 
have a complete transcript made of all the 
testimony, have the record written up com- 
pletely and then tend it from himself to him- 
self and tax $500 on the costs. That case was 
tried by Judge Thayer, District Judge. It 
Judge Caldwell ia here when the appeal is 
heard he and Judge Thayer will sit together 
to hear it, but ifnotthen Judge Thayer will 
sit alone and pass on the objections to his 
own rulings, on the auestion of his own 
errors and all other questions which he de- 
cided In the case when it was tried. 

It is to get rid of these useless proceedings 
that the bill was introduced and to relieve the 
Supreme Court. Two-thirds of the cases 
which the Supreme Court has to heur are 
really not Federal cases. Federal cases are 
those involving ambassadors, citizens of for- 
eign countries,treaty rights and questions and 
all questions bearing oa the Constitution, but 
most ot the cases now before the Supreme 
Court are disputes between citizens of differ- 
ent States, involving the payment of money 
only, and they are all covered by State laws, 
having no other relations to Federal matters 
than the — of citizenship in different 
Btates. hese cases will all originate 
in the District Court, be appealed 
to the Circuit Court and there 
they will be finally deciaed. The Circuit 
Courts then will consist of three judges, and 
instead of sitting in seven different places in 
each State they willsitin one place in each 
State in the ciroult once a year to decide cases 
appealed tothem. The new system will do 
away witb a number of offices, for while there 
are seven Circuit Clerks in this State now, 
there willbe dut one then. The bill had the 
support of the Bar Association of America, 
and it has many strong advocates in both the 
Senate and House.

NEw Tonk, April 2.—Jas. Phalen was an 
Irish-American who was for many years a 
prominent real estate operator in New York, 
prior to the break ing out of the oivil war. 
had been industrious, shrewd and thirfty,ana 
when the stirring days of 1861 opened they 
found him more than a millionaire. His fam- 
ily consisted of his wife, two daughters and a 
son. In 1861 the eldest daughter married 
Count de Gabriac, a Frenchman, and in 19865 
the younger married. Count de Narbonne 
Lara, a compatriot of her brother-in-law. 
Both ladies are said to possess rare ac- 
complishments and to be true represen- 
tatives of the best type of American 
womanhood, They have, ever since their 
marriage, occupied prominent positions 
in Parisian society and many Americans vis- 
iting Paris during the past twenty-five years 
have been recipients of their generous hos- 
pitality. Shortly before the marriage of the 
younger daughter James Phalen with his wife 
andson took up their residence among the 
American colony in the French capital, where 
they lived until the death of Mr. Phaien in 
February, 1887, at the age of 8. Upto the 
time of his death Mr. Phalen asserted his 
American citizenship and described himself 
as a resident of the city of New York. The 
fortune he had acoumulated during his busi- 
ness life in America had been largely in- 
creased by careful investments abroad and 
before he died he had given to each of his 
children large amounts of money anda fine 
residence in the fashionable quarter of 
Paris. 

A HIGH ROLLER. 1 

The son, Charles James Phalen had grown to 
manhood and developed a tendency to adopt 
the ‘‘high roller’’ style of living, with its 
usual accompaniment ofexcessive drinking. 
In 1880 he married a Russian lady of great 
beauty and of noble family by the name of 
Julie de Lakrevsky, but after a few years 
the couple separated, the lady taking up her 
residence with her husbaud’s family in Paris.

When James Phalen’ will was read it was 
found that bia estate amounted to pearly 
a million and a half dollars. His will, drawn 
May 15, 1882, had appointed the son an ex- 
ecutor and was supplemented by seven codi- 
cils, the fitth of which revoked the son’s ex- 
ecutorship, the sixth naming Edgar Lock- 
wood of the banking firm of John Munroe & 
Co. of this city in his place. A part of the 
property consisted of paintings by Murillo 
and Titian and many other valuable works of 
art and among the effects were five editions 
of Shakepeare dated 1600, 1607, 1619, 1634 and 
1655, all of which were bequeathed to 
the children. The residue of the estate 
was left in equal shares to the 
widow, son and daughters. Shortly“efore 
his death, by the seventh codicil, the testator 
changed the provision made forhis son by 
giving bim a life interest in one-quarter of the 
estate, with the United States ‘Trust Co. as 
trustees. Upon his death this share isto go 
to his heirs. The value of the general estate, 
consistigag of stocks, bonds, etc., in America, 
was nearly $1,000,000. In March, 1887, the will 
and codicils were presented to the Surrogate 
of New York County and admitted to probate. 
In April, 1888, within the year allowed by law, 
Charles James Phalen made application to the 
Surrogate for a revocation of the probate of 
the will and codicils, alleging that the making 
of the seventh codicil was the result of undue 


sisters, the Countesses; that they made mis- 
representations as to his mode of life and 
habits, and improperly controlled the final 
disposition of the estate; that through their 
efforts he had been confined In an insane asy- 
lum. These charges were all denied and the 
charges then modified so as to apply to codicil 
seven only. Commissioners were appointed 
to examine witnesses in France and Switzer- 
land. The testimony of the witnesses 
in Switzerland was all to the offect that 
he drank to excess, spent money like water, 
presided at Swiss national festivals and enter- 
tained his servitors lavishiy, and that at bis 
father’s suggestion and by the advice of 
United States Consul-General Williams he en- 
tered an asylum and remained there until 
shortiy after his father’s death. The counsel 
representing the sisters were specially direct- 
ed to afford every means for the production of 
evidence by the contestant and to produce no 
witnesses for their cilente. Even after the 
Surrogate had months ago declared the case 
closed, they consented that further evidencé, 
if any could be produced, shyuld be received, 
but none was produced. The Surrogate yes- 
terday rendered a decision sustaining the will 
and all its codicils, and the charges of undue 
influence and fraud 5 his sisters were 
decided to have been without foundation.

THE COAL TRADE, 


Interesting Statistics Regarding the World’s 
Output and Supply. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIseaTcnu. 

NEW YORK, April 2.—Frederick E. Saward, 
editor of the Coal Trade Journal, has just pub- 
lished a review of the coal trade in the United 
States, which in a matter of fact way presents 
some astounding facts about the degradation 
of the coal miners. The highest wages per 
ton paid to coal miners is shown to be 


$1.36 in Kansas and the lowest 87% cents per 
ton in Pocahontas County, West Virginia. 
Coal men expiain this by a hip that in Kan- 
sas the miner has to le on his side In the drift 
and pick out a very thin seam, while in Poca- 
hontas he works with ease inaseam ten feet 
thick. There is evidently no danger of a coal 
famine. The supplies of the United States are 
of almost unlimited duration while China 
alone bas 400,000 square miles of 
‘coal lands; Switzerland, Germany, 
Bohemia, the low countries and Denmark 
59,000 square miles; Russia, 22,000;the Island 
ot Formosa, 10,000, some of the veins being 
96 feet thick; the rest of Europe and Asia, 
39, 000 square miles; India, 50,000, and Japan 
56,000 square miles.

Boston, Mass., April 2.—The Harvard Col- 
lege Committee appointed to draw up articles 
of agreement of athietic sports between Har- 
vard and Yale Universities has completed its 
report. These articles will be submitted to 


the students at New Haven, and if they are 
there adopted, will go into effect at once. 
Princeton, by these articles is debarred from 
articipating in the great collegiate contests. 
‘he participants are limited to bona fide 
members of the respective colleges who 
have not engaged in athietics for money 
prizes or compensation. In base ball four 
games annually are reported, two to be 
layed at New Haven and two at Cambridge. 
n case the games result iu a tie a fifth game 
is to be played. The games are to be alter- 
nately at New Haven and Cambridge. There 
are to be two games of foot-ball annually, the 
first to be played on Thanksgiving Day. One 
ofthe games will be played In Cambridge and 
the other in New Haven or New York, as Yale 
elects. In boating there is to be an annual 
race between the University crews and also 
between Freshmen crews of the two 
universities. There are to be also 
annual contests between the two uni- 
versities in the track and field athletics 
which shall take place in alternate years at 
New Haven an Cambridge respectively. 
Each of the University and Freshmen teams 
must send to the opposing teams a complete 
list of the players and substitutes at least one 
month before the date of the contest In which 
they are to take part. No person whose name 
is not on such list will be allowed to play in an 
inter-collegiate game except by the consent 
of the opposing team. These rules are to 
apply to base bail, foot ball, rowing and track 
and feild athletics for the three years 1890, 1891 
and i802, or until the expiration of nine 
months after notice by either university of its 
desire to withdraw from this arrangement.

REAT interest is al. 
ways feit in the river 
and harbor bill by 
residents in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, but 
seldom has so much 
been involved for 
the citizens of St. 
Louis, and the deni 
zens of other cities 
situated on the 
banks ofthe Missis- 
sippi as at the pres- 
ent time. All cities 
that use the Missis- 
sipp! as a freight 

carrier are interested, but none so deeply as 

St. Louis. The port of cereals from this 

port has been growing with remarkable rapid- 

ity during the last three years, and is monthly 
increasing in importance. 
CORN FOR EUROPE. 

No change in the.commercial relations be- 
tween this country and the continent of 
Europe has been more marked than the In- 
crease in the demand for American corn, a 
product whose food value has been strangely 
neglected in the past by natives of the coun- 
try east of the Atlantic. With the growth of 
the demand the corn trade of St. 
Louis has deen greatly extended, 
and the probabilities of advance in 
this direction are immense, if full use is made 
of the advantages of the situat 1 The grain 
trade of this city would have been far larger 
than it is had the river route been developed 
as it could have been. But at the very time 
that transportation facilities were most 
needed, they were most inadequate, and this 
entirely owing to abuses readily removable. 
When the great rush of corn to a market took 
place, during the months of November, De- 
cembéerand January, the water on many of 
the bars did not exceed five feet in depth, and 
the barges went out with scarcely two- 
thirds of a cargo. The cost of treus- 
portation was thereby largely increased, and 


conseqpentily the cost to the European con- 
sumer.» Corn stands on a pecullar footing 
abroad. The people will not buy ht unless it 
can be put down at a low price and a slight 
increase in cost is equivalent to a complete 
stoppage of over two-thirds of the trade. The 
principal expense is that of transportation,as, 
when the crop was going to market in the 
greatest volume the amount paidto the rail- 
roads for carriage to the Eastern seaboard 
was more than double that paid the farmers. 
THE EXPORT TRADE 
reduced to less than half 
of what it would have been 
had lo wor freight rates prevaiied, 
and the consequence was that the raiser made 
little or no profiton hiscrop, as the home 
market was overcrowded. This state of af- 
fairs proved beyond a doubt that no class of 
the community was so deeply interested in 
securing cheap freight rates to the seaboard as 
the farmers. Knowing that rates which would 
increase the exports of corn three or four fold 
within two years can be made permanent by 
suitable improvements on the river, which 
would give achannel of eight feet on bars. 
those interested inthe export trade of this 
city have taken the lead in the appeals to Con- 
gress to grant a large appropriation 
for Mississippi improvement. RKepresenta- 
tives of other olties were consuited, and 
agreed to refrain from insisting upon anpro- 
priations for purely local improvements and 
fayor the granting of a lump sum, to be ex- 
pended in a way decided by the engineers in 
charge to be the most advantageous for the 
navigation of the river. An unusually large 
sum was to have been asked for, as evidence 
had been collected proving that the piece- 
meal methods hitherto pursued were exceed- 
ingly expensive, and that the work often had 
to be done over again.

minor for major interests. While St. Louis 
will be immensely benefited by adequate 
river improvements, its gain will be nothing 
like so great as that of the farmers, and if 
their cordial co-operation is secured it is be- 
lieved that success wiil be certain.

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 2.—The proposed 
feature of a grand review of the navies of the 
world in New York harbor in October, 1802, 
now pending in the Senate as an amendment 
to thé World's Fair bill, bas already been 
commended by Admiral Porter. 

The plan for the grand review of the navies 
of the world in New York harbor in 1892 is, to 
my mind, a most happy and appropriate 
one, sald Secretary Tracy at the Navy De- 
partment. ‘‘I hope the amendment offered 
by Senator Daniel of Virginia, which provides 
for this feature of the celebration, will be 
adopted. To begin with, it opens the 
celebration of the event it is intended 
to commemorate, the discovery of this hemi - 
spere, in 1892—the year when is tek place— 
instead of waiting untilthe yearafter. Chi- 
cago has the exposition, and every one wants 
to see it a success in the broadest sense of the 
term. And nothing can contribute more to 
this end than prefacing the opening of the 
exposition with exercises at thé national cap- 
ital and at the great commercial and financial 
metropolis of the country, which will show to 
the world that the commemoration is national 
in its oharacter and commands the support 
of our whole people. Especially the 
feature of a naval review, by bring- 
ing here men-of-war from all countries, 
will attract the attention of those nations and 
will create an interest in the event Which will 
draw many Visitors from abroad. Naturally 
the great naval powers will be best repre- 
sented in the matter of vessels—England, 
France and Spain doubly so, because they 
not only havea large naval equipment but 
also because they ali took an active part in 
settling this continent, and Italy because she 
was the birthplace of the great discoverer. 
But I have no doubt all the nations would 
participate.’’ 

POPULARIZING THE EXPOSITION. 

Mr. Alexander D. Anderson, Secretary of 
the Washington Board of Promotion, which

utter by taking off the tax would have the et- 
fect of still further reducing the price of Im- 
pure wines. This would force the prices of 
pure wines down, which is a step that the 
California wine men as well as every lover of 
pure wine in this country should fight 
against. Another law which we hab pre- 
sented and desire to see passed 18 one provid- 
ing thatthe producers of sweet wines may 
have the right to use distilled spirits in forti- 
fying the former without paying a tax on the 
spirits so used. But the amount to be used Is 
not to exceed 14 per cent, and shall only be 
used between April and August inclusive.

SHADOW THE LOUISVILLE DISASTER- 


— 


aands Wiped Oat by Wind, Earthquake, 
Water, Pestilence, Etc, 


The following synopsis of loss of life by 
great calamities was prepared for the SUNDAY 
Post-DISPATCH atthe time of the Johnstown 
disaster in June last. It will be remembered 


that the logs of life by the Johnnstown-Cone- 
maugh River overflow was variously esti- 
mated at from 7,000 to 15,000, and that the 
most reliable estimate was 6,000, although no 
definite figures were ever obtained, The art - 
cle will be found interesting now, while the 
Louisville hurricane is the topic of interest 
all over the world. It is as follows: 

Among floods, that of the Conemaugh River 
holds a high, although by no means the first, 
place. The breaking of the dykes in Holland 
in 1530 caused the death of over 400,000 people, 
while the Hoang Ho of China bas on more 
than one occasion destroyed far greater num- 
bers than the Johnstown dam. The number 
of lives destroyed by convulsions of nature or 
accidents mounts high into the millions, and 
great catastrophes are of almost yearly occur- 
rence, although such overwhelming disasters 
as that of Johnstown are fortunately rare. 

Next to the Holland catastrophe came the 
floods in Catalonia in 1617, when 50,060 persons 
lost their lives. By such records as can be 
got at it would seem that the Johnstown trag- 
ody is second only to that in Catalonia 272 
years ago. 

There have, however, been some big floods 
during the present century both in this and 
in other countries that were damaging enough 
in their way. It was but shortly after the 
opening of the country in December, 1802, that 
the River Liffey broke its bounds and did a 
Vast amount of damage inthe city of Dublin. 
It was even earlier in the same year that Lo- 
rea,acity in Spain, was destroyed by the 
bursting of a reservoir, which inundated 
twenty leagues and drowned more than 1,000 

persons. 
OVERFLOW OF THE DANUBE. 

In 1811 the Danube overflowed ata point 
near Pesth, and sweptaway twenty-four vil- 
lages and their inhabitants, and these foods 
were followed by others almost as disastrous 
iu the summer of 1813, when whole villages in 
Austria-Hungary and Poland were swept 
away. In September of 1813 the Danube rose 
and swept away acorps of Turkish troops, 
2,000 strong, who were encamped on an isiand 
inthe river near Widuer. During the same 
year 6,000 men and women were drowzed in 
Silesia, and 4,000 in Poland. 

From here the record is easily followed. 

In 1816, in January, there were several floods 
at Strabane, Ireland, caused by the meitlug 
ofthe snow onthe mountains. In the same 
year the river Vistula overflowed and de- 
stroyed 10,000 head of cattle and 4,000 houses, 
beside numerous lives. During 1819 there was 
a flood in the fen counties in England, when 
5,000 acres of land were inundated. In 1830 
there were great floods in Wien, and in 1833 
came the great overfiow in China, when 1,000 
persons were drowned in Canton alone. In 
1840 Lyons, Marseilies and ther towns in 
France were partly submerged bya break in 
the banks of the river Rhone. And so the 


list goes. Here is something like the chrono- 
logical order in which various floods oc- 
cu : 

1846. Overfiow of the river Loire in the West 
and Southwest of France. Damage, $20,000,000. 
The Loire rose twenty feet in one night.

AFTER LILLIAN LEWIS. 


\ 
AN EXCITING, BUT UNSUCCESSFUL, CHASE 
BY sT. LOUIS CONSTABLES. 


How the Versatile Actress Succeeded in Es- 
caping Them and Tock a Chicago Train 
—The Story of aSemple Case in a Jastice 
Court and Its Result—A Decision of Inter- 
est to Theatrical Managers. ‘ 


Yesterday in Justice Kane’s court Miss 
Lillian Lewis and her manager, Mr. Marston, 
were seated waiting to have the case of Mar- 
lande Clarke va. Lillian Lewis called. They 
were represented by Mr. Flitcraft of the firm 
of Millis & Fittcraft, while no one from the 
other side was present. Miss Lewis and her 
husband had ‘come from Chicago to defend 
the case, they baying arrived in this city yes- 
terday morning. Miss Lewis in speaking of 
the case to a POST- DISPATCH reporter said: 

We are determined to fight the case, as 
they have absolutely no claim against us. We 
calculate to make this a test case and to also 


sue Mr. Clarke for $10,000 damages. 
Mr. Clarke has no claim against me 
whatever. The claim was brought by him 
merely out of malice and with ne grounds 
whatever for doing so. We will make it very 
interesting for Mr. Clarke. 

Miss Lewis said that Mr. Clarke came to the 
theater on the Monday they were playing a 
special matinee, and he tried to 
get on the stage to see her. She refused to 
permithim to enter. She says the suit was 
brought on that account. 

Justice Kane called the case, after waiting 
about twenty minutes for Attor- 
ney Delano, who represents Olark, 
and finally Mr. Flitcraft objected ; 
to further waiting. He said the defendants 
had come all the way from Chicago to try the 
case and that as Mr. Delano had 
brought the case it was his busi- 
ness to be present and prosecute it. 
A constable then came in and brought a note 
from Mr. Delano stating that he bad not had 
the time to get the papers ready, and asking 
foracontinuance because he was busy in 
court-room No. 5. 

Mr. Fliteratt then jumped up and said that 
he had just come from Court-room No. 6, 
and that a case had just gone tothe jury there. 
He knew the judge would not have another 
case there by that time and as Mr. Delano did 
not show a disposition to prosecute the case 
he asked the Justice to dismiss it. The Juatice 
replied that he could continue the 
case whereon Mr. Flitcraft took 
a copy of the revised statutes and read a sec- 
tion tothe Judge explaining that he had no 
right to do so. The Judge said he would have 
to see Mr. Delano, and finally concluded to 
set the case for 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

When? o’clock came around Missa Lewis, 
her counsel and her manager, Mr. Marston, 
were present and Rufus J. Delano strolled in, 
Justice Kane took off his hat, took his cigar 
from his mouth and said: 

Well, now, what are you people going to 
do about this case?“ 

We are going to fight it to the last, re- 
plied Mr. Fliteraft with such vehemence ds to 
cause Mr. Delano to nearly drop bis hat. 

Then they had it. Mr. Flitcraft stood on 
one side of the Justice and Mr. Delano on the 
other side. From the first Mr. Fliitcraft had 
the best ofthe argument. Mr. Delano un- 
wittingly lost his case by a slip of the tongue. 
Mr. Flitcraft had been asking the Justice to 
dismiss the case or go to trial at once, as Mr. 
Delano had not availed himself of the time 
during which he hada chance to notify his 
client and get depositions or even made an 
effort to be ready for trial. Mr. Delano 
— with the Court that Mr. Clarke had 

een traveling Inthe South and that on ac- 
count of the floods he could not keep track of 
him. The Court appeared very much in- 
clined to continuethe case until some time 
during next fall on the return of Miss Lewis 
from Europe when Mr. Marston sprang to his 
feet and ina very dramatic way exclaimed: 

**leay, Judge, Mariande Clorke is not play- 
ing in the South at all and the floods have got 
nothing todo with it. Mr. Clarke played in Chi 
cago all last week and I can prove it. 

Miss Lewis said this was true and Mr. Delano 
looked first at one ahd then at the other very 
foolishly. 

‘*Your Honor, said Mr. Fliteraft, taking 
advantage of the sudden turn of affairs in his 
client’s favor, ‘‘now I respectfully submit

as presented before the court, and justice de- 
mands that you dismiss the case or else bring 
itto trialatonce. Now, your Honor, I call 
upon the gentiemen of the press who are 
present to witness the injustice of any otber 
ruling. We are here under great expense. 
Mr. Marston has laid over his whole compan 
in Ohicago to come here, while the plaintiff, 
in the same city, through his attorney, pleads 
thatthe floods keep him from coming here. 
Justice demands that the case at once go to 
trial or be dismissed.’’ 

The Justice looked around in a rather be- 
wildered way. Delano was impatiently tap- 
ping his toot on the floor with his eyes cast 
down while Mr. Fliteraft had his eye fixed on 
the Justice’s countenance. The Justice 
hesitated, cleaned his throat, and then said:
